II ♦ That each area would then prepare a position paper for its 
area showing "Battle order" (on both sides} their estimate 
of probable developments, suggested assumptions for various 
strategj.es they might propose and alternatives of their 
proposed strategies (based on their assumptions including 
assumptions within reason of what state and defense might 
go along with as well as reasonable assumptions of coopera- 
tion by British, French, etc. 


III. That each area also "make a stab" at proposing a National 
Strategy (including assumptions). 

IV. Mr. proposes that any members of the Task Force be 

"hand picked" (to cbtaj.n best talents ) ; be small and 
cautions against undertaking too many or too extensive studies. 

^ • PP/P^^Commerrt on CPO position: While seeing much merit in 

approach, PP/PY fears it might result in "Frag- 
mentation," i.e., it might be difficult to add three or four 
regional strategies together and get one National Strategy. 

(C) Position of CNE and DCFE 

Messers toward regional ap- 

proach even perhaps as far as regional committees of repre- 
sentative^ of State, Defense, MSA, and CPC. They feel, however, 
that the inclusion of Defense in such committees presents 
problems, perhaps insuperable . Toward the end of the confer- 
ence they leaned toward CPO's proposal. 
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
